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Amendments to'the Cfaims 
The following is the listing of Claima and their present status. All claims being 
currently amended are merited up to show the changes made relative to the Immediate 
prior version. 

Claim 1 (Cunrently Amended): A winding apparatus for winding an elongated 
cargo strap into a coil, which Is used with a strap winch that is mounted beneath a trailer, 
where the strap winch includes a U-shaped bracKet having two spaced legs connected by 
an integral cross member and a dnjm suspended between the legs around which the cargo 
strap is wound and tensioned during nomnal use . 

the winding apparalus comprising: an elongated cantilever; and a removable crank, 

the cantilever having a first end and a second end, the first end of the cantilever 
being adapted for mounting to the strap winch i n a p l urjiily o f ae l cetcd poaiUoita . so that 
the second end of the cantilever extends laterailv beyond the trailer when the cantilever Is 
connected to the strap winch, the second end of the cantilever being adapted for receiving 
the cranl< in a winding position, so that the crank may be manually tumed to wind the cargo 
strap Into the coll around the crank. 

Claim 2 (Original): The winding apparatus of Claim 1 wherein the cantilever 
includes sides having a plurality of scallops fonned along a bottom edge thereof, the first 
end of the cantilever restrlctlvely held to the strap winch with the drum seating within one 
of the plurality of scallops when the cantilever is mounted to the strap vwnch. whereby the 
plurality of scallops constitutes means for selectively seating the cantilever to the strap 
winch In one of a plurality of mounting positions. 

Claim 3 (Original): The winding apparatus of Claim 1 wherein the second end of 
the cantilever includes a pair of spaced ears, each of the pair of ears has an opening 
therein for receiving the crank, whereby the caigo strap is wound around the crank into the 
coil between the pair of ears when the crank is fitted to the second end of the canHlever 
and manually tumed. 

Claim 4 (Cun«ntly Amended): The winding apparatus of Claim 1 wherein the . 
crank includes an elongated shaft, a handle extending from the shaft, and an elongated

Strap bar extending from and apace axia i ly parallel over the shaft so that the strap bar is 
spaced oi/ er the shaft and extande axially parallol to the ahaft. 

Clalm 5 (Original): The winding apparatus of Claim 1 wherein the first end of the 
cantilever also being adapted for receiving the cranl< In a storage position therein when not 
used to wind the cargo strap into the coil. 

Claim 6 (Original): The winding apparatus of Claim 5 wherein the first end of the 
cantilever includes a first plate and a second plate, each of the first plate and the second 
plate having an opening therethrough, ttie crank extends through the openings in the first 
and second plates when In the storage position. 

Claim 7 (Currently Amended); The winding apparatus of Claim 6 wherein the 
cantilever also includes a side, the side having two detents protruding therefrom, 

the crank indudes an elongate shaft, a handle extending from the shaft, and an 
elongated strap bar extending from and spaced ax i ally pa r a ll e l over the shaft so that the 
strap bar is spaced over the shaft aiid extends axtallv parallel to the s|f) ^ft^ 

the strap bar overtying the side and restrictively seated between the two detents to 
secure the crank to the cantilever when in the storage position. 

Claim 8 (CuTently Amended): In combination, a strap winch nnounted beneath 
a trailer and including a U-^haped bracket having two spaced legs connected by an integral 
cross member and a drum suspended between the legs around whk;h the cargo strap is 
wound and tenstoned durino normal use: and 

a winding apparatus used in association with the strap winch for winding the cargo 
straps into a coil and including an ek>ngated cantilever and a removable crank, the 
cantilever having a first end and a second end, the first end of the cantilever being adapted 
for mounting to the strap winch i n a plural it y e f s e lect e d posit i ons , so tttat the second end 
of the cantilever extends laterallv beyond the trailer when the cantilever is connected to the 
strap winch, the second end of the cantilever being adapted for receiving the crank in a 
winding position, so that the crank may be manually tumed to wind the cargo strap into the 
coil around the crank. 

Claim 9 (Original): I he winding apparatus of Claim 8 wherein the cantilever 
includes sides having a plurality of scallops fomried along a bottom edge thereof, the first 
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end of the cantilever restrlctively held to the strap winch with the drum seating within one 
of the plurality of scallops when the cantilever is mounted to the strap winch, whereby the 
plurality of scallops constitutes means for selectively seating the cantilever to the strap 
winch In one of a plurality of mounting positions. 

Claim 10 (Original): The winding apparatus of Claim 8 wherein Ihu second end of 
the cantilever includes a pair of spaced ears, each of the pair of ears has an opening 
therein for receiving the crank, whereby the cargo strap is wound around the crank into the 
coil between the pair of ears when the crank is filled io ttie second end of the cantilever 
and manually turned. 

Claim 1 1 (Currently Amended): The winding apparatus of Claim 8 wherein the 
crank includes an elongated shaft, a liaiidle extending from the shaft, and an elongated 
strap bar extending from a nd spac e a x ia l ly paralle l o ver the shaft so that the strap bar is 
spaced ove r the shaft and extends axiallv parallel to the shaft . 

Claim 12 (Original): The winding apparatus of Claim 8 wherein the firet end of the 
cantilever also being adapted for receiving the crank in a storage position therein when not 
used to wind the cargo strap into the coil. 

Claim 1 3 (Original): The winding apparatus of Claim 12 wherein the first end of the 
cantilever includes a first plate and a second plate, each of the first plate and the second 
plate having an opening therethrough, the crank extends through the openings In the firet 
and second plates when in the storage position. 

Claim 14 (Currently Amended): The windinfl apparatus of Claim 13 wherein the 
cantilever also includes a side, the side having two detents protmding therefrom, 

the crank Includes an elongate shaft, a handle extending from the shaft, and an 
elongated strap bar extending from and s p aced ox i ally pa ral l el over the shaft so that th^ 
gftap t)ar Is spaced over the shaft and extends axiallv parallel to the ahqft 

the strap bar overlying the side and restrictrvely seated between the two detents to 
secure the crank to the cantilever when in the storage position.
